The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1. A method to reduce recruitment of IDO+ dendritic cells that inhibit T-cell 
proliferation to at least one of a tumor or a tumor-draining lymph node in a subject 
comprising administering a composition comprising an antibody to CCR6 to the subject, 
wherein the IDO+ dendritic cells express CCR6 and elevated levels of indoleamine 2,3- 
dioxygenase (DO), and tumor cells of the at least one of a tumor or a tumor draining 
lymph node express MIP-3a. 

Claim 5. The method of claim 1, further comprising the step of determining that IDO+ 
dendritic cells are recruited to the at least one of a tumor or a tumor-draining lymph 
node.
